those afforded to state institutions. 

“The importance of this in promptly se- 
curing a safe and elastic ctrrency will be ap- 
preciated, when it, is noted that the 4,000 
national banks now scattered throughout 
the United States are the only institutions 
whL.ch are prepared by experience to han- 
die a bank note circulation, and that, in 
many of the states, such as Texas, Mis- 
souri, Lllinois and others, there is no state 
institution qualified to issue note currency, 
even though federal restrictions ure re- 
moved. 

“To one who is mainly anxious to keep 
himself in accord with the democratic plat- 
form a mere repeal of the tax upon state 
note issues may seem sufficient—to one tvho 
believes not merely in the letter, but the 
spirit of the Chicago platform and wishes 
a safe and elastic currency, free from fed- 
eral dependence and control, the present 
national banking system preseprts itself us 
one which under present cone@‘tions it is 
essential to utilize and against which, un- 
der any conditions, we should not discrim- 
inate.”

BLAND’S SEIGNIORAGE BILL. 


After Considerable Filibustering, the 
House Takes It Up. 
Washington, February 8.—The resolution 
presented by Mr. Bland just before the 
adjournment of the house last evening, di- 
recting the sergeant-at-arms to take into 
custody the absent members, did not bear 
fruit immediately, for there did not appear 
to be a quorum of democrats present when 

the house met this morning. 

After the reading of the journal, Mr. 
Reed sought to have it corrected and mov- 
ed to insert in the journal the announce- 
ment of the speaker pro tem. that 176 mem- 
bers answered to their names on the last 
roll call—no quorum—but this motion was 
voted down 63 to 121. 

e Filthustering Amnuing 

As soon as it was decided not to correct 
the journal, Mr. Bland moved to go into 
committee of the whole to reconsider his 
Silver seigniorage bill. Mr. Reed, however, 
made the point of order, which he has tak- 
en advantage of before, that the sergeant- 
at-arms had been ordered to arrest the ab- 
sent members, about 160, and the presump- 
tion was that many of these members were 
present and would vote on the question. 
He asserted that a member could not vote 
while under arrest, but the speaker replied 
that the sergeant-at-arms had made no re- 
port to *he house and the house, therefore, 


had no knowledge that any of the members: 


were under arrest. Reed, thereupon, as a 
question of privilege, desired that the ser- 
geant-~-at-arms be required to appear before 
the bar of the house and report what he 
had done under the special order, but the 
speaker ruled that this was not a question 
of privilege.

SOME SAY HIS RESCUE WAS A TRICK 


It Was a Great Scoop by The Con- 
stitution and Two Other Papers. 


A PECULIAR GASE IN MISSISSIPPI 


the Remarkable Case—Sheriff 
Megeo Is Sick. 


Meridian, Miss., February 8.—(Special.)— 
The Constitution’s correspondent has just 
returned from Marion county. Great exX- 
citement prevails there and the unusual oc- 
currence of yesterday is the topic of the 
hour. Sentiment is divided. Some people 
believe that this unusual occurrence was 4 
‘“‘nut up job,”’ while others hold that it was 
an intervention of providence. 

Purvis is a white boy of twenty-one ‘years 
of age, bold and cool. Up to 9 o’clock this 
morning he was still in the small frame jail 
at Columbia without any irons upon him 
and the guard of sixty men that has watch- 
ed over him with the greatest precaution 
since his removal from the Meridian jail 
has been entirely withdrawn. 

Your correspondent left Meridian with the 
Purvis posse Tuesday morning last and re- 
mained in the presence of Purvis night and 
day until the unusual occurrence happened, 
when he, in company with The New Or- 
leans Picayune man, secured a conveyance 
and, after-a hard drive for six hours over 
thirty-two miles of mountainous, uninhabit- 
ed country, succeeded in reaching Lumber- 
ton just in time to catch the 10 o’clock 
evening train for New Orleans, where The 
Globe-Democrat, Constitution and Picayune 
accounts were given. Your correspondent 
and The Picayune man were the only rep- 
resentatives of the press present, and, in 
fact, the only strangers that witnessed this 
remarkable scene. 

Our opinion at the caucus of the board 
of supervisors, as to whether the sheriff 
should make the second attempt to execute 
Purvis or not, was asked by the board and 
we refused fo express our opinion in the 
matter, as we were total strangers, and 
for various other reasons.

MUST BE SENTENCED AGAIN, 


Governor Stone Has Received No Offil- 
cial Information About Purvis. 


Jackson, Miss., February 8 —Governor 
Stone has not yet received any notification 
of the miscarriage of justice in the case of 
Will Purvis, at Columbia, yesterday. Co- 
lumbia is in Martin county, thirty-four miles 
from the railroad. Until privately informed 
otherwise this morning he, as every one 
else here, believed the sentence had ben 
earried out. 

This is the first time in the history of this 
state, so far as known, where a crimiual 
sentenced to death escaped the same by in- 
terference of outsiders. A press corresponl- 
ent called on the governor and asked ;.im 
what he intended doing in the premises. 
After stating he had received no informa- 
tion from the sheriff, he said there was 
nothing he could do; that Purvis wouid 
have to be arraigned at the next term of 
court, and resentenced without, of course, 
any further trial. Section ltl of the code 
covers the case, which provides in effect 
that on failure to inflict the death penalty 
from any cause, the circuit court ¢chall, on 
the application of the state, issue a writ 
of habeas corpus to bring the convict Le- 
fore the court. If at large, a warrunt fer 
his apprehension will be issued and when 
brought into court, the same shall sentence 
the convict to be executed on a duy to be

Birmingham, Ala., February 8.—(Special.) 
The Jeffersonian and populist delegates 
locked arms today and nominated Captain 
Kolb and his ticket. As predicted last night 
the republicans stayed out of the pot and 
Started a sideshow of their own, . 

At 10 o'clock this morning the populite 
delegates met in the wigwam and after 
endorsing their national platform resolved, 
with practical unanimity, to co-operate with 
the Jeffersonian democrats in the election 
of Captain Kolb and his ticket. John B. 
Ware and a email! fraction of the populists. 
fell out of line and left the house, deter- 
mined to run a ticket of their own. About 
noon the Jeffersonians marched into the 
hall in a column. They were cheered as 
they entered, and they returned the cheer 
most heartily. Things soon settled down to 
business. Judge Zeli Gaston, of Butler, 
was made chairman, and Jerre Fountain, 
of this county, secretary. 

The details of the organization of the con- 
vention were soon disposed of and speeches 
were made by P. G. Bowman, Judge Street 
and others, denouncing the election methods 
of the organized democracy and showing 
up the alleged shortcomings of the state and 
federal administrations.

The convention was not so largely at- 
tended as was expected by many. The 
delegates were present, but the visit 


from a distance did not come in as large 
numbers as was hoped by some of the local

The senate elected Senator Dean Lafayette 
and Mr. A. F. Robinson, of Rankin, as mem- 
bers of th: commission to locate the prison 
farm. Like those nominated by the house 
caucus, each is a farmer. The governor to- 
day nominated Hon. A. H. Whitfield, who 
is law professor of Oxford, a successor to 
Judge Campbell, of the supreme court, whose 
term expired in May. 

Mr. Whitfield is a brilliant lawyer and the 
nomination meets with general approbation. 
Hon. A. H. Longino, of Greenwood, was 
nominated for chancellor of the seventh dis- 
trict to succeed Judge Trigg. Mr. Longino 
is a brilliant young lawyer, has been state 
senator and was United States attorney for 
the southern district of Mississippi under 
Cleveland's former administration, Hon. 8. 
A. Terrell, circuit judge of the second ju- 
dicial.district,. was nominated as his own 
successor. Judge Terrell has been on the 
bench since 1882. Hon. A. G. Mayers, 
of the eighth judicial district, was nomi- 
nated as his own successor. Judge Mayers 
has been on the bench eighteen years. Hon. 
H. C. Conn, of the fifth district, was nomi- 
nated as chancellor to succeed himself. He 
has served four years. All tl.2 appoint- 
ments are highly complimented. The 
superintendents for the various be- 
nevolent and eleemosynary institu- 
tions Aave been renominated. A brilliant 
reception tendered to the legislature by 
Governor and Mrs. J. M. Stone is in progress 
tonight at the governor’s mansion.

WRECKING OF THE KEARSAGE, 


The Old War Vessel on a Reef—Assist- 
ance Sent. 

Washington, February 8.—The old corvette 
Kearsage was wrecked on Roucador reef, 
February 2d, while en route from Port Au 
Prince, Hayti, to Bluefields, Nicaragua, The 
officers and crew were saved. 

This news reached the navy department 
this morning in a cable message dated Co- 
lon and signed by Lieutenant Brainard, of 
the Kearsage, who reached Colon this 
morning. 

The Kearsage sailed from Port Au 
Prince, Hayti, January 30th, for Bluefields, 
Nicaragua. . 

Immediately on receipt of the cablegram, 
the secretary sent a message to Lieutenant 
Brainard, directing him to charter a ves- 
sel at Colon and proceed at once to the 
assistance of the shipwrecked men. 

Some time ago when Warner Miller and 
the officers 6f the Nicaragua Canal Com- 
pany were on their way to Nicaragua, they 
were shipwrecked on this same reef. Adc- 
miral Stanton was on beard the Kearsage.

CANNOT CONVICT, 


South Carolina’s Dispensary Law Is Ins 
effective in Charleston. 


AN ACQUITTAL IN THREE MINOTES 


Constables Describe a Sample Raid 
on a Blind Tiger. 


MANY PISTOLS WERE FLOURISHED 


No Werrant Was Read, and the Clerk Proe 
tested—His Prosecu‘ion Ends in 
a Speedy Discharge. 


Charleston, S. C., February 8.—(Special.}= 
Section 30, of the new dispensary law got @& 
black eye in the courts today when a jury 
of six respectable and representative citi- 
zens of Charleston returned a verdict of not 
guilty on an indictnient against Thomas 
Marks, a barkeeper in Fred McKay’s 5a- 
loon,for resis:.ng and interfering with whis- 
ky constables who raiaed the place last 
week. A carefua reading of the curious sec- 
tion under which the prosecutioa took place 
is interesting. Here it is: 

“Section 30. That any interference by any 
person with obstruction or resistance of o1 
abusive language to any officer or person in 
the discharge of the duties herein ‘enjoined, 
or the use of abusive language by any such 
officer or person to any other person or per- 
sons, shall, upon conviction, be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and be punishable 
‘by a fine of not more than $100, or imprison- 
ed for the term of not more than thirty 
davs.”’ 

The case was called for trial at 10 u’clock 
a.m. The courtroom was aensely packed 
with speakers. Mr. George Legare appeared 
as counsel, and Mr. Gibbs Whaley appeared 
for the constabulary. Constable Pepper wag 
the first witness, and he stated that on 
the occasion referred to he went with a 
number of other constables to McKay’s, 
armed with a warrant to search for contra- 
band liquor. On entering McKay’s place the 
defendant made objection. ‘The witness 
stayed in the front portion and heard loud 
talking. The warrant was not read as there 
was not time. 

Constable Cain said that he went through 
the doorway and was met by Marks who 
said: “You can’t come in here.’ Marks got 
between him and the counter and tried to 
prevent his going there, but he went any- 
way. Marks came at him and he drew a 
pistol and caught Marks by one wrist. 
Marks said that he had two pistols and 
drew one. 

Pistols Were Flourished. 

Mr. Legare asked: “How many other spies 
were in the store?’ 

Justice Burnet suggested that the name 
“constable” was more appropriate. 

Mr. Legare replied: “Uniess your honor 
overrules I insist upon my Question.” 

The witness answered: ‘“‘Well, there were 
about eight or nine others, there.” 

“Did they draw their pistols?” 

“Yes.” 

Constable Livingston swore that Marks 
tried to strike him and that he grabbed 
Marks by the wrist and held him until Mr. 
Gaillard came in and said that would do. 
No liquor was found on the premises. He 
heard no warrant read. 

Chief Gaillard said that all ‘the men had 
their badges on the outside of their coats 
when they went to McKay’s. He arrested 
Marks and sent him to the police staiton. 

Mr. Legare announced that the defens¢ 
would not put up any witnesses. Mr. Wha- 
ley made a brief argument setting forth the 
right of constables to enter and search with- 
out warrants. He dwelt upon the statement 
of Chief Gaillard that the constables had 
their badges displayed conspicuously. ‘The 
defense occupied the court for fifteen min- 
utes. Mr. Legare rehearsed the evidence to 
show that no notice was given that the in- 
truders were state constables, and no war- 
rant was served or read. Justice Burnet 
cherged the jury to consider that no notice 
was given and the prisoner should be given 
the benefit of the doubt as to whether or 
not he meant to resist the officers. The 
jury was out about three minutes and re- 
turned with a verdict “not guiiuy.” The 
audience applauded and the farce was over.

MILITARY TELEGRAPHERS., 


Grand Army Men Call for Recognition 
of Telegraphers’ Services. 
Jacksonville, Fla., February 8.—The Grand 
Army of the Republic department of Flore 
ida met today at Sanford, Fia., for its an- 
nual encampment. There was a very full 
attendance and the following resolutions 

were unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, The so-called United States 
military telegraph corps that participated 
in the war between the north and south, 
composed of about 1,200 men, had, as a mil- 
itary organization, no legal existence, and 
has no official recognition from the govern- 
ment, nor have its members been officially 
and honorably discharged from the service 
and thereby permitted to participate in the 
generosity of the government under the 
pension laws; and, 

“Whereas, This little army of telegra- 
phers, who performed the greatest courier 
service in the history of the world, fre- 
quently amidst the most frightful carnage, 
bearing their full share of injuries, disease, 
imprisonment and death, is still unthanked 
and unhonored by the government for avhose 
benefit they served; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the Grand Army encamp- 
ment of the department of Florida, in ses- 
sion at Sanford, Fla., on the 8th day of 
February, 1834, does earnestly recommend 
that congress enact such legislation as will 
give the military telegraph operators proper 
and suitable recognition to the end that 
they and their posterity shall share in the 
honors, the rewards and the benefits granted 
by a beneficent, government to those whe 
risked their lives for its preservation.”

NASHVILLE INVADEO BY WATER 


Heavy Rains Have Swollen the Stream, 
and Property and Life Are Endanger- 
ed—Smallpox Patients Removed.

Nashville, Tenn., February 8.—(Special.)— 
The Cumberland river is on a boom and 
has risen two feet here today. The gatiges 
tonight mark thirty-nine feet, which is only 
pne foot below the danger line. Owing to 
the heavy rainfall of 2.73 inches during the 
past twenty-four hours, a further heavy 
rise is certain, and the weather bureau pre- 
dicts that the river will reach forty feet by 
sundown tomorrow. 

The lowlands around the city are already 
covered with backwater ana many fami- 
lies have been driven from their homes. Hun- 
dreds will be compelled to move tomor- 
row, and if there was a heavy rainfall up 
the river, there will be a still further rise 
by Saturday. The water had risen to with- 
in ten feet of the county pesthouse at noon 
today, and tonight the weather man teie- 
phoned the officers in charge that their 
buildings would be invaded tomorrow. So 
that all the smallpox patients and suspects 
will have to be removed at once. These 
buildings were erected only a few weeks 
ago, and the county will have to erect still 
others on higher ground. 

Cyclone in Louisiana. 

Baton Rouge, La., February 8.—A cyclone 
struck Port Hudson this morning, demol- 
ishing a number of houses, uprooting 
trees and leyeling fences. On the De 
Lombra place and on the Chambers plan- 
tation, much damage was done, On the 
former, the dwelling was unroofed, the 
ginhouse destroyed and several cabins 
wrecked, one child killed and four others 
wounded. On the Chambers plantation, a 
number of colored people were injured. 

Vicksburg, Miss., February 8.—The wind of 
almost cyclonic velocity raged over this 
country this morning. A colored church, 
three miles from the city, used as a school- 
house, was blown down, some twenty pu- 
pils being in the building, and many re- 
ceiving slight injuries, while three were se- 
riously and one fatally injured. No other 
casualties are reported.

Murphy, N. C., February 8.—(Special.)— 
Eight Indians barely escaped with their 
lives while attempting to cross Valley river 
Monday night, on: their way to bury the 
body of an Indian who had died the day 
before. The river was up and very deep 
at the point where they attempted to cross, 
and but for timely assistance they would 
undoubtedly have been drowned. As it 
was, they were submerged and carried 
down the river a considerable distance and 
it was with the greatest difficulty the body 
of the dead Indian was gottén out.

The credit 
of the country was now threatened and 
the men who had been loudest in the de- 
nunciation of the double standard of money 
admitted now that they had not the skill 
or the will to devise a way out of “this dis- 
astrous and disgraceful condition.’’ The 
finance committee had been entirely silent 
on the question, although congress had 
been in session, practically, since the 7th 
of August last. The dominant party had 
been silent. The executive department was 
silent except to suggest that the spend- 
thrift system of running in debt be con- 
tinued. He thought, himself, that’ the 
secretary of the treasury had the power 
to issue bonds. The secretary knew now 
from the condition of things that he wou-d 
not be able to sell bonds under that power. 
And he (Mr. Teller) wanted congress to de- 
termine, once for all, directly and speedily, 
whether it was to adopt some system of 
revenue gathering that would bring reve- 
nues enough to the treasury to maintain 
the credit of the government and to pay 
current expenses, or whether it was to 
enter on a system of running in debt to the 
amount of one hundred or five hundred 
million of dollars. If running in debt was 
to be continued without any attempt to in- 
crease the revenues the debt would be in- 
creased bv a thousand millions before it 
stopped. He concluded with the declaration 
thet if the dominant party did not act in 
the matter it was the duty of the minority 
to insist that the majority should not. 

Mr. Gorman moved to refer the resolution 
to the committee on finance. 

Pending action on that motion the morn- 
ing hour expired and the reso.ution went 
over till tomorrow. 

At 3 o’clock p. m. the house resolutions 
on the death of Representative Mutchler, 
of Pennsvivania, were laid before the sen- 
ate and Mr. Quay, republican of Pennsyl- 
vania, offered the usual resolutions of con- 
do’ence and respect. Eulogies of the life 
and character of Mr. Mutchler were -pro- 
nounced by Messrs. Quay, Mitchell and 
Hansbrough. 

The resolutions were agreed to and the 
senate, at 3:20 o’clock, adjourned til: Mon- 
day next. 

Hatch’s Hobby. 

Washington, February 8.—The anti-op- 
tion bill, introduced by Representative 
Hatch, reached the ways and means com- 
mittee this morning and was referred to the 
subcommittee on internal revenue, consist- 
ing of McMillin, Montgomery, Bynum, Hop- 
kins and Payne. Mr. Hatch will move at 
the earliest opportunity that the bill be 
taken from the ways and means committee 
and referred to the committee on agricul- 
ture. He would have made the move to- 
day had not the seigniorage bill had the 
right of way. He says he has assurances 
which show three-fourths of the members 
favorable to allowing the agricultural com- 
mittee to deal with the anti-option ques- 
tion. The contest is‘ much more import- 
ant than a mere d&Sference between com- 
mittees as it invdlves the fate of all anti- 
option legislation. The agricultural commit- 
tee would speedily report in favor of the 
Hatch bill, but there is much doubt as to 
a favorable report from the ways and means 
committee.

The large 
plant of the Kyle Lumber Company in this 
city, with its numerous logging camps up 
and down the Coosa river, employing about 
300 men, has been put in active operation 
again with orders to run them for the en- 
tire year.

ing occupied as fast as completed. 

There are several stores and a newspaper 
there and the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railroad makes two daily trips 
through the town. Over 4,000 bales of, cot- 
ton have been bought there this season. 
Population, 700. 

The city is extending the sytem of sewer- 
age a distance of about one mile through 
a portion of the residence streets. 

The people of Center and Round Mount- 
ain, in Cherokee county, are taking active 
steps to have a branch road built from the 
Chattanooga Southern road to these two 
towns. They propose to secure all rights 
of way and otherwise aid in the erection of 
the road.

Desperate. Convicts Planned to Kill 
Two Prison Officials. 


CONVICTS GET. A HANDCUFF KEY 


It Was Passed to One by His Wife When 
She Kissed Him Farewell—The 
Piot Is Given Away. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., February 8.—(Special.) 
A dastardly plot has just been disclosed, 
which, if successful, would have resulted 
in a double murder and the release of all 
the prisoners in the Hamilton county jail. 
The plan was for three ,prisoners, namely, 
Dan Gilyard and Henry Pace, colored, and 
Cc. W. Love, white, to place themselves in 
front and be handcuffed together when 
High Warden Joe Turney came fo take 
them to the state penitentiary at Nash- 
ville. Then Gilyard was to unlock the 
handcuffs with a key which his wife had 
conveyed to him from her mouth while kiss- 
ing him goodby. The man with the razor 
would then cut Sheriff Skilleron’s throat 
and also Captain Turney’s as he came from 
the jail corridor Into the office, and finally 
release all the prisoners on the office floor 
through the stili unlocked stile gate. 

The key was smuggled to Gilyard, but 
George Bennett gave the snap away at the 
critical point. The prisoners were carried 
to the pen some days ago, though the story 
has just leaked out, as it was not then be- 
lieved, but the razor has been found. 


EXCITEMENT AT MANASSAS. 


Troops Are in the Town to Prevent a 
Lynching. 

Manassas, Va., February 8.—(Special.)— 
Jim Robinson, who with Ben White, was 
convicted on Monday last of criminal as- 
sault, was today condemned to die. On Sat- 
urday last, two days after their arrest, ex- 
citement ran so high that it was deemed 
unsafe to keep them here and they were 
sent to the Alexandria, Va., jail for safe keep- 
ing and, as threats of lynching were freely 
indulged in, they were brought here #@oday 
on a special car under guard of.the Alexan- 
aria Light Infantry, Company F., Third 
Virginia Volunteers. The trial of Robinson 
was the first case called. The victim posi- 
tively identified both the accused, and the 
evidence was most conclusive against them. 
The scene in the courtroom when the ver- 
dict of guilty was brought in was a memor- 
able one. In front of the judge’s stand sat 
the reporters and counsel and beyond them 
and next to the bar was a double row of 
soidiers with fixed bayonets and arms load- 
ed and two rounds of ball cartridges in their 
pouches. Beyond them was a surging mass 
of peopie of all colors and sizes, and all 
more or less excited. White soldiers patroll- 
ed the halls and kept guard over the jail. 
The town was full of people who had ‘come 
from all over the country to see the trial, 
and a determined lot of men they seemed. 

Tonight all is quiet externally, but the 
troops are virtually sleeping on their arms. 
Captain Mushback, who is in command, has 
orders to protect the prisoners at all haz- 
ards. 

White will be tried tomorrow. His coun- 
sel is trying to get a postponement, but if 
he succeeds open threats are made of lynch 
law. It is not known how long the troops 
will be kept here. 


HANGED FOR MURDER, 


DeGraff Was at Large but Returned 
and Was Caught. 
Greensboro, N. C., February 8.—(Special.) 
An enormous crowd sssembled on the out- 
skirts of Winston this morning to witness 
the execution of Peter DeGraff for the mur- 
der of his sweetheart, Ellen Smith. DeGraff 
was taken to the place of execution, which 
was about three miles from the city, by 
Sheriff McArthur.and a force of deputies. 
On the scaffold he made a long speech, con- 
fessing the crime and leaving the usual 
warning to others to avoid bad women and 
liquor. Hitherte DeGraff has strenuously 
denied his guilt and it was supposed that he 
would die with his lips sealed. After his 
speech he joined in singing a hymn. The 
executed man was a tough case and dur- 
ing his imprisonment gave the offic of 
the law much trouble. The murder for 
which DeGraff paid the penalty occurred 
over a year ago. The murdered woman was 
of shady character, but DeGraff seemed to 
be greatly attached to her. After the mur- 
der, the guilty man fied to Mount Airy, but 
returned to the scene of the tragedy and 
visited the grave of the dead woman. ® 


BROKER BAUM SUICIDES. 


With His Wife’s Kiss on His Lips He 
Dies. 

Montgomery, Ala., February 8.—(Special.) 
Max Baum, a well known broker, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself through 
the head with a 38-caliber pistol Koout 6:30 
o’clock this morning at his home on North 
Lawrence street. Baum had just gone into 
h‘'s wife’s room, and Kissing her, remarked 
that he felt badly and he would go and 
wake his son, Phil, in an adjoining room. 
He did go and wake his son. Then he went 
into the dining room, and taking a pistol 
out of a drawer, where it had laid for 
months untouched, placed the weapon to 
his head and fired the fatal shot. His family 
hastened to the room and found him lying 
on the floor, in his dressing gown, gasping 
for breath. He died in a few moments 
without speaking or leaving any message 
explaining his rash act. 

Some serenaders went to Baum’s house 
about 1 o’clock this morning and Baum got 
up and went out and chatted pleasantly 
with them. The family know of no cause 
for the suicide and it is generally attributed 
to temporary insanity. Mr. Baum was 
about forty-six years old, was born at Fort 
Madison, Ia., and has lived here since 1868. 
He leaves a wife and an interesting family 
of six children, two of whom are hnear_y 
grown. He was a member of the Knights 
of Pythias and the I. O. B. B. The funeral 
will take place at 10 o’clock tomorrow. 


KILLED THE SHERIFF. 


A Desperado Fires on a Posse Who 
Was Pursuing Him. 

Wharton, Tex., February 8.—News has 
come to town that Sheriff Hamilton 
Dickson was.killed above town at 3 o’clock. 
In company with Sheriff Townsend, of Co- 
lumbus, with Deputies Hope, Heartt and 
Wells, they had located Braddock, the 
murderer of Constable Townsend, at Wei- 
mar. While entering a thicket on the east 
side of the river, about three miles below 
Rancho Grande, Braddock was suddenly 
discovered. He began firing at close quar- 
ters upon Sheriff Dickson, who was killed 
instantly. Immediately one of the posse 
made short work of Braddock. The mur- 
derer was shot and killed in an instant. 

Mr. Dickson was married only a few 
weeks ago. Braddock, the dead desperado, 
had been arrested for train robbery and for 
killing two negroes, but was released. A 
few weeks ago he was put off an excursion 
train and fired into it, for which he was 
locked up at Weimar. When Constable 
Townsend went to feed him Braddock cut 
him to pleces and escaped. Constable 
Heartt returned at 19 o’ciock tonight. He 
repofts that when H. H. Moore, who has 
been hiding Braddock, was called on to 
surrender, he fired on the officers, but with- 
out effect.

Judge Griggs Receives a Fine Send .Off, 
W oiff, the Drummer, Worked a 
Macon Merchant.

‘Macon, Ga., February 8.—(Special.)—The 
grand jurors of Bibb superior court ad- 
gourned today, after reading their general 
presentments to Judge C. L. Bartlett. He 
dismissed them with the thanks of the 
court for the able and fearless manner in 
which they discharged their duties. A 
synopsis of the leading points in the pre- 
sentments is here given: The good roads of 
the county were favorably commented upon 
and they were reported in excellent condi- 
tion.. The jury said: ‘“‘“Good roads are com- 
ing to be recognized as the surest signs of 
growth and prosperity.” The chaingang 
was reported to be well fed, housed and 
clothed. There are fifty-two prisoners at 
work, three of whom are white. County 
bridges are in good condition. County 
buildings are, in the main, in good condi- 
tion. The jury recommended that the walls 
of the superior courtroom be Kalsomined 
or papered, and other improvements of a 
minor nature be made in the courthouse. 

The books of the various county officers 
were found to be neatly and correctly kept. 
The general assessment of the property of 
Bibb county amounts to $18,712,640. The 
jury says ‘“‘there should be enacted a law 
requiring all parties to register the sale or 
transfer of property in a record kept in 
the tax receiver's office.”’ The tax collector 
has collected to date $169,W0 and has paid 
the same to the proper officials. There is 
still uncollected about $69,000. The jury 
says, “the court, in our judgment, should 
order the commissioners to provide a suit- 
able room in the courthouse for the office 
of the tax collector.”” In speaking of the 
books of the ordinary the jury says: “We 
specially commend the manner in which the 
records of the pension claimants are pre- 
served.” 


About Roff Home. 


Considering the scorching special pre- 
sentiment recently made by the 
grand jury in regard to Superintendent 
Calloway, of Rott home, the following 
irom tne general presentments might be 
a as something of a vindication of 
1m: 

“Irom a room to room ipvestigation and 
persoual questioning of paticnts we are 
assured that the inmates, with a few ex- 
ceptions, are satisfied with the treatment 
they receive from both the superintendent 
and physician in charge.’’ 

The jurors, however, further say: ‘The 
oficer in charge of such an institution 
ought to be far removed from the bare 
suspicion of reproach and as far above 
even the appearance Qf evil. In. our judg- 
ment the superintendent of the _  Roff 
home should be a county officer and sub- 
ject to removal at any time by the order of 
io court on the finding of the grand 
ury. 

Still referring to the home the jury says: 
“Vegetables of ali kinds are raised in 
abundance and after supplying the 
needs of the home the surplus is sold and 
the proceeds conveyed to the clerk of the 
county commissioners. He received $1,069.60 
last year from this source.” 

The jury recommend that a reformatory 
for young criminals be established in Bibb 
county in conformity with the law passed 
at the last session of the legislature. 

The Torren’s System. 

The jury recommends that the represen- 
tatives from Bibb county in the next liegis- 
lature try to enact a law providing for the 
Torren’s system of registering deeds in this 
state, and which system was first estab- 
lished in Australia. By this system all 
titles to realty are surrendered to the state 
and a new grant is issued by the state, and 
is filed with a registrar and becomes as 
easily negotiable or iransferable as bank 
stock, and all cloud of title or dispute of 
ownership, as well as all the heavy expense 
of all real estate transfers, is removed. 

Griggs, Bartlett and Felton. 

Of that popular and honorable gentleman 
and able and upright jurist, Judge Griggs, 
the jury said: 

“This grand jury is glad to note the pres- 
ence of that distinguished jurist and able 
man, Judge Griggs, of the Pataula circuit. 
He has ably filled Judge Bartiett’s chair 
during his sickness and deserves the thanks 
of this jury and this community tor the dis- 
tinguished services he has rendered.” 

Of Judge Bartlett, of Bibb superior court, 
the jury said: 

“We and all good citizens of this county 
are under abiding obligations to your honor 
for the able, impartial and fearless dis- 
charge of your duties as presiding judge. 
The high and delicate trust that rejyuires a 
profound acquaintance with the law, an un- 
swerving will in pronouncing justice and a 
voice of tender mercy in passiag sentence, 
constitutes the triple-colored ermine of your 
high office. We join with your fellow citi- 
zens in commending you in all the varied 
and trying experiences of your office, for 
the stainless‘and fearless discharge of your 
duties.’’ 

Of Solicitor General Felton the jury said: 

‘Our thanks are also due to the able and 
worthy solicitor general of this court. His 
untiring zeal has enabled us to bring to 
justice many offenders who have grown 
gray in crime in this community, and we 
trust that the conviction of these sinners 
of long standing will be so complete and 
the sentence of the court so severe that this 
class of offenders will be forever driven 
from our midst.”’ 

Why Wolff Is Wanted. 

The Constitution today in an article on 
the festive drummer, V. 8S. Wolff, stated 
that Chief Connolly, of Atlanta, received 
a telegram yesterday from Chief Butner, 
of Macon, and Mr. John 8S. Hoge, of Macon, 
requesting the arrest of Wolff, but the tele- 
grams were received too late, as Wolff had 
already been taken to Lynchburg. 

Mr. sloge is a member of the well-known 
retail and wholesaie drug house of H. J. 
Lamar & Co., of this city, and does the 
buying for the firm. A short time ago 
Wolff came to Macon and represented him- 
self as the agent of the Columbia Chemical 
Company, of Washington, D. C., and sold 
a bill of goods to Mr. Hoge to the amount 
of $300. ‘‘hen Mr. Wolff asked Mr. Hoge 
tou identify him at a bank so he could get 
u sixty-dollar draft cashed, which was 
drawn on the Columbia Chemical Company 
and signed by a member of the company, a 
Mr. Hyman. Mr. Hoge indentified Wolf 
to the Exchange bank of this city arfd that 
bank cashed the draft and gave the money 
to Wolff. Then Wolff left Macon, after send- 
ing on the order to the Columbia Chemical 
water, ee for the three hundred dollars 
worth of goods he had sold Mr. Hoge. In 
a few days Mr. Hoge received a letter from 
the Columbia Chemical Company asking 
on what terms Wolff had sold the geods, 
and further stating that Wolff was 
formerly in the employ of the com- 
pany, but had been discharged. Next 
came the notification from the Exchange 
bank to Mr. Hoge stating that the draft 
drawn on the Columbia Chemical Company 
had been returned unpaid and with the 
statement that the company owed Wolff 
nothing. Mr. Hoge had to pay to the Wx- 
change bank the $60 it had let Wo ff have 
on the draft. And this is why Mr. Hoge 
would like to have Wolff arrested. 

It is not known if Wolff forged Hyman’s 
name to the draft, but the presumption is 
that he did. 

The Central Georgia Examined. 


State Treasurer Hardeman has completed 
his examination of the Central Georgia 
bank, the state depository at Macon, and he 
announced that he found the affairs of 
the institution in splendid condition. The 
State’s deposit is intact and is being man- 
aged well and prudently. The state treas- 
rer prenounced a high encomium upon 
President Brown and the other officers of 
the institution.

THE REBUKE FROM KENTUCKY. 


Why Its Legislature Opposes the Con- 
firmation of Peckham. 
From The Park City Times, Bowling Green, 

Ky., February Ist. 

‘The lower house of the Kentucky legis- 
lature hit the bull’s, eye squarely in the 
face yesterday in adopting a resolution ask- 
ing Senators Blackburn and Lindsay to vote 
against the confirmation of Judge Peckham 
or any other judge who cannot fully estab- 
lish his democracy. Judge Peckham is ac- 
cused of being a republican and cannot 
prove an alibi. The legislature in adopting 
this resolution simply reflected the senti- 
ment of the democrats of Kentucky. It 
may be objected to upon the ground that 
it is an unusual proceeding. lt is an unus- 
ual proceeding, but it is a most unusual 
exigency which makes the proceeding nec- 
essary. Our senators are sent to congress 
to represent us, to do our bidding, and we 
should certainly have the right to instruct 
them as to our wishes. Kentucky is a dem- 
ocratic state, and as Mr. Cleveland is a 
democratic president, and at the head of a 
democratic administration, she cannot un- 
derstand why he insists in putting a repub- 
lican wolf in democratic sheep’s clothing on 
the supreme bench, lf democrats cannot 
be found, and by this we mean democrats 
whose records are clean, and have no smell 
of republican rottenness on them, who are 
not competent for a place on the supreme 
bench, then we had as well acknowledge 
ourselyes a set of democratic dolts and turn 
the administration over to the republicans. 

No democrat likes to Kick against the 
administration of his own party, but when 
it comes to the point where democrats are 
not good enough to hold the offices and 
help conduct the affairs of the administra- 
tion, then he has a right to kick, and kick 
The Kentucky legislature did 
perfectly right, and if other democratic 
states will come out as fairly, as squarely, 
and as frankly, and rebuke the tendency 
toward mugwumpery, which now rules 
with high hand at Washington, it may 
have a good effect. 


CRITICAL DAYS IN 1894. 


Professor Falb’s Predictions of Vio- 
lent Meteorological Phenomena. 
From The Pittsburg Dispatch. 

Professor Rudoif fFalb, the famous Ger- 
man meteorologist, who only recently 
frightened his countrymen by the prediction 
of the earth's being doomed to come into 


®ollision with a comet some time during 


November, 1899, in his almanac just pub- 
lished mentions the following ‘“‘critical 
days’’ during the present year, namely: 1. 
Those on which the most violent meteoro- 
logical currents occur—January 2ist, Febru- 
ary 20th, March fist, April 6th, May 
Sth, August Ist and 3th, September 29th 
and October 28th; 2, February 5th, March 
7th, April 20th, June 4th, July 3d, September 
15th, Uctober l4th, November 13th and De- 
cember 12th; 3, January 7th, May 19th, 
June 18th, July 17th, August 16th, November 
Z2it@ and December 27th. The three days— 
March Zlst, April 6th and September 29th— 
of the first-named order, will be accompa- 
nied by marked phenomena, owing to the 
effect produced by eclipses of the sun 
and moon. fFalb’s “critical days’’ denote 
periods of violent. terrestrial and atrnos- 
pheric commotions, accompanied by earth- 
quakes, storms, floods and the like. Those 
here mentioned as being of the second or 
third order are less strongly marked by 
telluric disturbances than those under the 
first head. 

Professor Falb, of course, claims that the 
phenomenal tidal wave which struck the 
Normannia on her way from New York 
in tke Atlantic ocean on th€ 2ist of January, 
the first critical day mentioned under 2 
verified his prediction and con‘rmed his 
theory. The seiSmic pltenomena indicated 
for his days are not confined to the dry 
land or coast line. the “tidal wave’”’ in the 
ocean, from which the Normannia escaped 
by hair’s breadth, was, according to his 
hypothesis, produced by an earthquake. 

The period between the 2ist and 25th of 
January being classed among those more or 
less disturbed In Prof. Falb’s almanac, the 
earthquake shock felt at Annapolis, Md., 
on January 24th would afford additional evi- 
dence in favor of the soundness of his augu- 
ries for 1894,

THE WEATHER. 


The area of low barometric pressure 
which, on Wednesday morning was just vis- 
ible in the extreme southwest, yesterday, 
and during the night preceding, developed 
into a storm of considerable depth and ener- 
gy, and moving north and northwestward 
resulted in brisk to high winds and rain 
from near the Mississippi river almost to 
the Atlantic coast districts. 

At 7 o’clock last evening the storm was 
central near St. Louis, Mo., with a baro- 
metric pressure of 29.3 inches, and during 
the preceding twelve hours there had been 
a rainfall of over an inch at that city, while 
Fort Smith, Ark., Montgomery, Ala., Mem- 
phis, Tenn., and Meridian, Miss., each had 
considerably more than half an inch. In

Southwestern’s Stockholders Cat Loose 
from the Central Road. 


NEW PRESIDENT AND DIRECTORS 


Captain Raoul’s Ticket Is Elected—Mr. 
Comer Makes but. Little Protest. 
Macon People Greatly Pleased. 


Macon, Ga., February 8.—(Special.)—The 
Southwestern railroad has a new president 
and a new board of directors. The presi- 
gent is R. T. Wilson, of New York, the 
well-known capitalist and railroader. The 
directors are J. S. Baxter, W. G. Raoul, W. 
R. Cox, J. M. Johnston, T. B. Gresham, J. 
IF. Minis and B. A. Denmark. 

The Southwestern will leave the Central 
raiircad and be operated as an independent 
organization. The Raoul resolutions that 
were passed by the Southwestern directors 
last December have been ratified and con- 
firmed by the stockholders. 

The above is the pith and substance of 
what was done at the annual meeting of 
the stockholders of the Southwestern held 
today at Macon at the Academy of Music. 
More than 40,000 shares of the 51,000 shares 
of the company were represented. Many 
distinguished lawyers, railroaders and oth 
ers were present. The meeting was called 
to order at 11 o’clock by President John §. 
Baxter. He nominated Judge Charles L. 
Bartlett, of Macon, as chairman, and Wil- 
liam §S. Brantly, of Macon, as secretary, 
and they were unanimously chosen. 

The committee on proxies, composed of 
Joseph H. Hall, W. G. Solomon, T. O. Chest- 
ney, J. M. Johnston and G. J. Mills, who 
had been hard at work several days, were 
not quite ready with their report and the 
convention took a recess until 3 o’clock this 
afternoon. The convention reassembled at 
3 o'clock and the committee on proxies re- 
ported. 

The convention immediately became all 
attention and deeply interested when Cap- 
tain Raoul introduced a resolution to rat- 
ify and confirm what is generally known 
as the “Raoul resolutions,”” which were 
passed by the board of directors at Macon 
on December 27, 1893. The December 
resolutions were in effect that 
the. Southwestern sever or cut loose from 
the Central’s custody and control. The 
resolutions of ratification offered by Cap- 
tain Raoul taday were as follows: 

“Resolved, ‘That the resolutions passed 
by the board of directors at its meeting in 
Macon, Ga., on the 27th day of Decemtag, 
1893. which said resolutions have just been 
read to this convention, are hereby ratified 
and confirmed, and the incoming board to 
be elected by this convention are hereby 
instructed to carry the same into effect. 
Provided, however, that before the South- 
western railroad is taken from the custody, 
control and management of the Central 
Railroad and Banking Company, of Geor- 
gia, that the incoming board will appoint 
from it members a committee of three to 
confer with the parties who may_control 
the reorganization of the Central Railroad 
and Banking Company, of Georgia, if such 
there be, in order to ascertain the terms 
and conditions upon which the 
Southwestern Railroad Compafy can 
go into the contemplated reorganization 
and if such terms and conditions shall be 
formulated into a definite proposition satis- 
factory to the board of directors the latter 
shall cause such proposition to be submit- 
ted to the Southwestern stockholders at a 
meeting to be called for the purpose. Should, 
however, within a reasonable time after 
the appointment of such committee by the 
incoming board no proposition in satisfac- 
tory form be forthcoming, the directors are 
authorized and directed to withdraw the 
railroad and property of the Southwestern 
railroad from the control of the receiver of 
the Central Railroad and Banking Company 
of Georgia and to make the necessary finan- 
cial and other arrangements for its protec- 
tion and independent reorganization in ac- 
cordance with the resolutions of December 
2th. first above mentioned, on such modifi- 
cations and changes thereof as in the dis- 
eretion of the incoming board of aditectors 
may be necessary or advisable, and the 
board of directors is hereby empowered by 
this convention to make such modifications 
or changes as it may deem necessaty Or ad- 
visable, and to take such steps and perform 
such acts as may be deemed necessary or 
advisable to successfully carry into effect 
the provisions of the aforesaid resolutions. 

Adcopted Unamimously. 

Contrary to public expectation these reso- 
lutions were passed unanimously. Before thé 
vote was taken on their adoption Messrs. 
H. M. Comer, A. R. Lawton and John A, 
Davis, of Albany, spoke a few words in a 
mild protest, but what they said could 
hardly be considered as opposition. The 
resolutions were passed without a dissent- 
ing vote. A. O. Bacon, of Macon, and Frank 
H. Miller, of Augusta, counsel for the 
Southwestern road, submitted a report of 
their acts and doings as attorneys for the 
road in all its various litigation, and espec- 
ially in reference to the contest in the 
courts over the Southwestern’s liability on 
the tripartite bonds. 

The following resolutions were adopted: 

‘‘Resolved, That the action of the board 
in the matter of taking an appeal from the 
decision of the United States circuit court 
making this company liable o. the so-called 
tripartite bonds, is hereby approved. 

‘‘Resolved, That the thanks of the conven- 
tion are hereby tendered to Mr. R. T. Wil- 
son, of New York, for his services in mak- 
ing the supersedeas bond required in said 
appeal. 

“Resolved, That the by-laws of this com- 
pany -are hereby amended by _ the 
addition of the following sections, 
to-wit: The board may at its 
discretion designate four of its mem- 
bers, of which the president shall be one, 
to constitute an executive committee 
clothed with such authority as the board 
may deem advisable to act on matters 
during the interim between board meetings. 

‘Resolved, That, when this convention 
adjourns, all such matters as are before 
it for consideration and undetermined with 
all such matters as could lawfully come 
before it at this time shall stand over and 
be properly in.order for action thereon at 
any adjourned session thereof.’’, 

The next business in order was the elec- 
tion of a president and board of directors. 
A. O. Bacon nominated the following ticket: 
President, R. T. Wilson, of New York; 
directors, J. S. Baxter of Macon, W. G. 
Raoul of Atlanta, W. R. Cox of Macon, 
J. M. Johnston of Macon, T. B. Gresham of 
Baltimore, J. F. Minis of Savannah and 
B. A. Denmark of Savannah. 

Receiver H. M. Comer, of the Central, 
nominated a ticket, which was the same as 
the Bacon ticket, except he dubstituted the 
names of A. R. Lawton and John Flannery, 
of Savannah, and John A. Davis, of Al- 
bany, as directors in place of Cox, Gresham 
and Minis of the Bacon ticket. Mr.:Comer 
said that Lawton and Davis had been 
directors so long that they ought to be 
re-elected. Lawton, Davis and Flannery 
arose and stated that they were not candi- 
dates. The ballot resulted in the election 
of the entire Bacon ticket by the following 
vote: Wilson 38,168 shares, Baxter 37,847, 
Cox 23,558, Denmark 327,085, Gresham 21,646, 
Johnston 37,968,.

New York, February 7.—The sensation in 
domestic circles is the fight over the money 
left by poor Annie Pixley—a fight that will 
lead into an investigation into the cause 
of the death of that popular actress. Law- 
yer R. J. Hafge is making this investigation 
and Mrs. Pixley, mother of Annie, is at 
the bottom of the search. She does not be- 
lieve her daughter’s death in London on 
November* 8th last was due entirely to 
natural causes. She has repeatedly asked 
Mr. Robert Fulford, her son-in-law, for 
particulars regarding her daughter's last 
hours, but without avail. 

A will which the actress made shortly 
before leaving New York has never been 
presented for probate, either in London, or 
this city. In it property aggregating nearly 
$250,000, part of which is in Philadelphia 
and the rest in the southern States, was 
Gonditionally bequeathed to Miss Pixley’s 
mother and sisters. Frequent requests on 
the part of Mrs. Pixley for information re- 
garding the document have been ignored. 
Even legal demands for a satisfactory an- 
swer have been similarly treated. Now 
Mrs, Pixley intends to evoke the powers of 
the courts. 

Lawyer Haire declined to discuss the case 
yesterday. “It is true,” he said, “that I 
have taken full charge of the matter for the 
family, and have been pursuing a strict im 
vestigation for several weeks past. I am 
sorry that this matter has gained publicity, 
as it will only tend to hurry the investiga- 
tion and thereby bring matters to a climax 
sooner than was desired.”’ 

Mrs. Pixley Was more communicative. “In 
September last,” she said, “we saw a de- 
cided change in my daughter. All her 
brightness had vanished and her cheering 
greetings were lacking in. her visits to the 
home circle. About the middle of Septem- 
ber my daughter, Alice, went to the West- 
minster hotel, on Irving place, to spend an 
afternoon with Annie. On her return she 
said that a great change had come over 
Annie, and with a voice choked with tears 
told of the way in which she had been 
treated. Annie's maid, Joyce, she _ said, 
seemed to hold a master power over the 
actress. AS soon as Alice entered the room 
Joyce appeared and remained conveniently 
near her mistress. Annie shrunk from her, 
while glancing furtively at the door. Annie 
had been complaining of her health for 
some weéks. An intimate friend of Mr. 
Fulford, a medical man, prescribed’ some 
powders for her, which she always loathea 
to take. “They won’t do me any good,’ she 
would say, ‘and I am afraid of them.’ Joyce, 
the maid, was instructed to give her the 
powders at stated periods. While Alice was 
present the maid produced one of the pow- 
ders, and saying that she was compelled to 
leave the apartments for a short time, gave 
instructions that the medicine should be 
taken in the course of half an hour. 

“Mrs, Fulford strenuously objected to 
taking the powder. ‘I don’t need it,” she 
said, piteously, ‘and if I take it I am 
afraid it will make me sick.’ Alice, how- 
ever, promised to administer the medicine 
more for the sake of ending the controversy 
than for anything else. After Joyce had 
gone Annie cried as though her heart would 
break. She told Alice that she had 
begged her husband to*‘throw the powders 
away. She said the doctor insisted on her 
taking them regularly, or she would never 
get well. Her husband agreed with the 
physician. Within fifteen minutes the med- 
cine began to show its effect. Annie began 
to talk incorherently. Her body swayed as 
though keeping time to music. Soon she 
was asleep. She remained in that condition 
until evening. 

“Her condition grew worse. I wanted to 
send our family physician, Dr. Charles 
Phelps, to her, but she begged me not to. 
‘My husband,’ said she, ‘told me that I 
would regret it if I got any other doctor.’ 
On another occasion I was prevented from 
seeing her. Annie evidently knew this, for 
on the day she sailed for Europe she came 
to see me. She said she didn’t want to leave 
us, and cried for nearly two hours, when 
we referred to the parting. She said she 
had begged Mr. Fulford to let her stay 
with us.

The answer I 
received was that the body had been cre- 
mated and that the ashes were in his pos- 
session. The cause of her death was given 
as apoplexy, superinduced by brain fever, 
but I have doubts about it. I have papers 
in my possession naw that will throw much 
light upon the matter when the particulars 
of the investigation are made known.’”’

Savannah feels the same way, 
and so does Augusta, and Macen, and 
most of the other cities, towns, militia 
districts and country precincts in the 
state. The “anti-Athanta”’ argument will 
not work, and Mr. Atkinson should dis- 
pose of it at once. It will do him much 
more harm than good, and reflects dis- 
eredit on his campaign. 

We observe that Mr. Atkinson takes 
prompt occasion to rush to his own de- 
fense by way of vindicating his vote 
against the soldiers’ home. He must 
be exceedingly sensitive on this point, 
for in thus injecting it into the campaign, 
he makes an issue out of what does not 
belong to the campaign. In other words 
he has kicked before he has beea 
spurred. 

Mr. Atkinson has gone to unnecessary 
trouble in the pains that he has taken 
to prove that he is the enemy of the 
confederate veteran. Such a charge has 
not been made, nor will it be made by 
General Evans in the progress of the 
campaign. This is an outside issue. 

Mr. Atkinson concludes by urgipg the 
people not to give him anything as a re- 
ward for having done his duty, but he 
does not want those rewarded who did 
not do their duty. There is not a more 
consistent or more earnest democrat in 
Georgia than General Evans. He has 
never failed in his duty to the people or 
the party. He volunteered his services 
to the democratic campaign committee 
of the tenth district in the famous ¢on- 
‘gressional campaign of a little more than 
g year ago, and it is the testimony of 
that committee tnat there was not a 
more zealous advocate of the election of 
the democratic nominee than General 
Evans. He has made it a rule of his life 
to vote at every election in which he 
was qualified to participate, and his 
record as a voter who always votes 
when he has a chance, is such as is 
probably not possessed by another man 
of his age in the state.

There may be, therefore, reason why 
those who own money should be holding 
it out of circulation; but why should idle 
money go to New York and accumulate 
in the banks there? There was a time 
very recently when this could be ac- 
counted for by the fact that the New 
York banks paid interest on the depos- 
its of out-of-town banks. But this rule, 
according to the financial organs, has 
been rescinded. * 

In spite of this, however, idle money, 
not intended for investment, has been 
flowing to New York constantly since 
the repeal of the Sherman act. The move- 
ment to the financial centers was em- 
barrassing enough before the re-estab- 
lishment of the single gold standard, but 
it has now reached unprecedented pro- 
portions. 

The whole country outside of the finan- 
cial centers has been stripped of the cur- 
rency necessary to carry on business, 
and nearly two-thirds of it is lying idle 
in the banks. 

The aspect of affairs at the money cen- 
ters has led some of the financial organs 
to declare that there is a plethora of 
money. But a plethora of money would 
inevitably mean higher prices; whereas, 
prices are constantly falling. On =the 
Colorado farms wheat is 22 cents a bush- 
el. The highest grade is quoted in Chi- 
eago at oS cents. It was never so cheap, 
und yet people are starving. This fact 
shows that there is not enough money in 
circulation to give profitable employment 
to labor. Cheapness means little to peo- 
ple who have no money to buy. 

When John Sherman and the eastern 
coalition of republicans and democrats 
forced unconditional repeal of the Sher- 
man act through congress, refusing to 
substitute for it a measure embodying 
the democratic financial policy, they 
struck the prosperity of the country the 
moat serious blow it has ever received.

for the demands and pledges of the Chi- 
cago platform? 

But the most cursory examination of 
the article shows that, in the view of 
the mugwump editer the democratic par- 
ty is not a failure because it has failed 
to carry out certain of the most vital 
pledges of the platform, but because a 
respectable element of the party insists 
on standing by these pledges. 

This is why, in the view of Harper's 
Weekly, the democratic party is a fail- 
ure, and the editer holds up his hands 
in horror because a considerable ele- 
ment of the party in congress refuses to 
be led by the coalition of eastern demo- 
crats and republicans into repudiating 
and violating the platform pledges. 

This eastern coalition, organized and 
trained by John Sherman, has been very 
successful thus far. It has succeeded 
in preventing the democrats in congress 
from substituting the financial policy set 
forth in their platform for the republican 
policy embodied in the Sherman act, 
and we think this eastern goldbug vie- 
tory ought.to be satisfactory to Harper's 
Weekly.

We should think MHarper’s Weekly 
ought to be satisfied with this result.

Mr. Watterson can misrepresent The 
Constitution glibly enough when it suits 
his purpose, and we submit that his glib- 
ness ought to cover the whole field.

It 
seems that everybody has gone into the hog 
raising business and that every farmer pro- 
poses to be independent of western raised 
meat for another vear.s There is no longer 
any doukt about it, southwest Georgia is 
going to show to the world that it.is the 
garden spot of the world. 

The above shows that the farmers. of 
southwest Georgia have gone to work 
on the right line, and if they continue 
to pursue the policy of “home supplies,” 
their dream of financial independence 
will soon be happily realized. 

And this hog and hominy campaign in 
the southwestern portion of the state is 
having a good effect elsewhere. Our 
weekly exchanges have commented fa- 
vorably npon it, and farmers everywhere 
are taking hold of the idea. 

We congratulate southwest Georgia 
on the lead she is taking in this im- 
portant work, and commend her exam- 
ple as one worthy of widespread emula- 
tion.

A Carson. Nevada, special says: “On the 
nicht of February Ist, about 10 o'clock, a 
brilliant meteor shot over western Nevada 
and eastern California, illuminating the 
heavens for a space of several seconds. 
The illumination was followed by a low 
rumbling and shock as if by an earthquake, 
It has now been ascertained that the me- 
teor struck about five miles from a railway 
station called Candalaria, in Esmeralda 
county, about 140 miles from here. People 
there who saw the meteor described it as 
an immense body of fire, with a tail Iike 
a comet.

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timates of the weight of the meteor, some 
in their excitement saying it must have 
weighed one hundred thousand tons to 
cause such a shaking of the earth. Friday 
morning a party was organized and started 
in search of the meteor. Toward evening 
the searchers began to find broken branches 
which had been knocked from trees by -fly- 
ing fragments, sage brush torn up by the 
roots and holes in the earth, which had 
beén gouged out by pieces of the meteor. 
Finally they came upon a huge hole nearly 
one hundred feet across, where the larger 
portion had fallen. It struck on a bare knoll 
composed of sand and rocks. One report 
is that the ground was hot about the hole, 
and hence that close examination was im- 
possible. Pieces were found in the né¢igh- 
borhood within a circle a mile in diameter. 
The surface of the earth for several hun- 
ae yards is scarred by pieces of meteoric 
stone.”

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His Lecture Last Night on the Last Days 


of the Confederacy. 


GREETED WITH A LARGE GROWD 


In Spite of the Inclement W eather—Gen- 
eral Clement A. Evans Introduces 
the Speaker of toe Evening, 


It was a large and appreciative audience 
that greeted General John 3B. Gordon at 
the Grand last night; though, on a@eceun® 
of the inclement weather, it was not as 
large as was generally expected. 

As usual, however, the general was elo- 
quent and entertaining. He looked every 
inch a soldier and apparently the same as 
when he fo.lowed Lee in the closing days 
of the confederacy. 

The lecture was an eminent success in 
every way. Its word-painting was fervid 
and picturesque; its eloquence masterly and 
dignified. As the old vcterans listened they 
seemed to live again in the past, and the 
occasion was to them, at least, a feast of 
the most delightful enjoyment. 

Among those on the stage were General 
C. A. Evans, Governor W. J. Northen, 
Colonel R. F. Maddox, Colonel L. P. 
Thomas, General McIntosh Kell, General 
Phil Cook, Major J. M. Couper, Dr. Amos 
Fox, Hon. Joe James, Comptroller General 
W. A. Wright, Mr. B. P. Black, Mr. H. H. 
Cabaniss, Mr. Burton Smith, Captain A. J, 
West and a number of other well known 
citizens. 

A number of guns were stacked on the 
stage, in full view of the awdience, while 
the flag of the United States fell jn graceful 
folds between the musketry. The music 
for the occasion was furnished by the At- 
lanta Military band, and as usual, 
“Dixie” brought down the house, as the 
old war spirit was aroused. 

General Evans Gets an Ovation. 

As General Clement A. Evans stepped to 
the front for the purpose of introducing the 
speaker of the evening he was greeted with 
a storm of applause which fairly shook the 
building. It was severa: minutes before he 
was permitted to proceed. He said the 
honors of the evening were equally divided 
between the hero who was present and 
the story he had come to tell. Referring to 
the days of the confederacy he paid a 
glowing éulogium to the chivalry and hero- 
ism of General Lee, after which, by a 
graceful transition, he passed to the cour- 
age and gallantry of General Gdtdon, whom 
he styled as the officer who was nearest to 
the heart of Robert E. Lee. 


General Gordon Greeted. 


The applause was deafening as General 
Gordon arose to his feet and, in his sol- 
dierly manner, advanced to the front of the 
platform. After his ovation subsided he 
began: 

“My Friends and Fellow Countrymen— 
With all my heart I thank my friend for his 
cordial words and you, my fellow country- 
men, for your gracious greeting. (Applause.) 
If any one supposes that my purpose in ap- 
pearing on the platform is either personal 
or mercenary, he mistakes my spirit. I have 
no desire higher than to vindicate the hero- 
ism of my countrymen, and to bring about 
a broader patriotism between the sections 
of our common country. (Applause.) Who 
ever died in the glorious martyrdom of the 
war between the states, whether he ‘fell in 
the blue or the gray, fell in obedience to a 
sense of duty and in the courage of the 
cause he loved.”’ (Applause.) 

In a very amusing way General Gordon 
explained why it was that General Lee hes- 
itated to cross the Potomac; the manner 
in which it was finally crossed and re- 
crossed; and the satisfaction which the boys 
in gray derived from visiting their ‘‘cous- 
ins’’ in Pennsylvania, in paying visits to 
whom they were a little behind. 

An amusing incident was related by the 
general in connection with his campaign in 
Pennsylvania. This was followed by the 
story of a Pennsylvania woman's hospital- 
ity, who entertained the general's staff. He 
thought she was a southern sympathizer 
end gave utterance to the idea in his mind. 
Her reply, however, was that her sons were 
in the union army, and while she was cour- 
teous to the strangers from the south, her 
constant prayer was that the cause of the 
republic would be triumphant. (Applafise.) 

In the south, however, there were women 
who were equally as grand in the trying 
days of the confederacy. 

Discussing the battle of Gettysburg Gen- 
eral Gordon related several amusing stories, 
in addition to a clear description of the 
campaign leading up to the engagement of 
the enemy. The result of that battle, saia 
General Gordon, did not lower the south’s 
opinion Of General Lee; it did, however, of 
— _ invincibility. 

44 reference to the superb soldie of 
General Stonewall Jackson elicited yy 
the audience a hearty round of applause. 

General Gordon, after passing through a 
number of interesting details, next pro- 
ceeded to the first meeting of General 
Grant and General Lee, on the 5th ef May, 
after which he stopped long enough to pay 
a tribute to General Winfield S. Hancock 
and his courage at the battle of Spoitsyl- 
vania. Here it was that General Lee had 
imitated Napoleon at Lodi; resolving to 
carry the day or die. It was only by 
force that his soldiers could urge him into 
@ place of safety. 

In February, 1865, when it was certain 
that the days of the confederacy were 
numbered, General Lee sent for General 
Gordon. It was decided to make a final 
charge at Petersburg, which proved to be 
the most defiant in the annals of the war. 
It illustrated the heroism of the private 
soldier, whose grandeur in battle was 
superb, and whose chivalry was the most 
exalted the world had ever known. In 
camp, however, the grim humoref the war 
was still going on, and one of the soldiers 
prayed for the Lord “to take a proper 
view”. of the situation, an give General 
Lee the victory. 

The last council of war, around the 
camp fire, was next described. There were 
present General Lee and four of his leu- 
tenants, Generals Pendleton, Fitzhugh Lee, 
Longstreet and Gordon. No painting could 
describe this scene of sorrowful faces— 
the last in the councils of the confederate 
army. The characters of Lee and Grant 
were compared as they sat in each other’s 

resence, Grant modest and unassuming 
ee undaunted by defeat; both heroic an 
majestic in the hour of battle. The scene 
of this meeting was described with singu- 
larly beautiful word painting. 

Tne magnanimity of Genera. Grantin dic- 
tating terms of surrender was emphasized 
by General Gordon with eloquent praise. 
The veneration of the old soldiers for the 
tattered banner they had fo. lowed was pa- 
thetic. General Gordon closed with a bril- 
liant apostrophe to the flag of the republic 
and the perpetuity of the constitution. 

At the close of his lecture there was a 
loud demand for General Evans. In a few 
words the general referred to the lecture of 
the evening and the spirit which ought to 
animate all true Americans, after which. 
the audience was dismissed. 

General Gordon's Arrival. 

General Gordon reached the city last 
evening at 6 o’clock. He was greeted at 
the depot by a large number of old vet- 
erans, including a special de‘egation from 


the association.

The People Along Pryor Street Want Vit- 
rifled Brick Instead of Rubble. 


WORK WILL BEGIN IN A SHORT TIME 


’ 
Said to Be One of the Smoothest and Best 
Wearing Pavings Known-—Other 

City Hall Events. 


Pryor street, from Mitchell to Georgia 
avenue, is to be paved with vitrified brick. 

And then it will be one of the prettiest 
and evenest streets in the city with the 
possible exception of the asphalted Peach- 
tree. 

During the session of the general council 
last Monday a petition signed by the proper- 
ty Owners on the street from Mitchell street 
to Georgia avenue, was presented for the 
work. No petition for street work has ever 
been more numerously signed, and when the 
ordinance authorizing advertising for bids 
was presented, it went through without op- 
position, so apparent was it from the peti- 
tion that the people owning the property 
along the street wanted the work done. 

No ordinance for the work was adopted, 
but the adoption of an ordinance authoriz- 
ing the expenditure of a small amount of 
money to ascertain what the cost of the 
work would be was adopted and with the 
Other paper was sent to the aldermanic 
board for action. That board met yesterday 
and without discussion the paper was con- 
curred in and an hour later Mayor Goudwin 
had approved it with his signature. 

This morning the city begins advertising 
for bids for the work, and as soon as replies 
are recelved the work will be awarded, and 
then work will begin at once. Pryor street 
is now paved with belgian blocks part of 
the way and with rubpie stone the rest of 
the way. ‘the home owners fronting on the 
belgian block work are satisfied but those 
whose homes are on the rubbied portion of 
the\street are displeased and want some 
other paving. For some time a change has 
been under discussion among tne residents 
and when, a few weeks ago, vitrified brick 
was suggested, every cne expressed a will- 
ingness to sign for the work. The nece@sary 
paper was drawn up, and was quickly Cir- 
cuiated, anu within less than a day and a 
half more names than were needed were 8¢- 
cured. Then the legislation was sought. 

“I think.’ said Mayor Goodwin speaking 
of the matter yesterday, ‘‘that it speaks 
well for the people on that street. They 
all have rubblewin front of their homes for 
which they have paid, but with which they 
are not satisfied. In the face of the alleged 
hard times they now come forward and ask 
the city counci! to allow them to have a 
new paving. As you are aware, the people 
pay for two-thirds of the work and the city 
pays for the other, where there is no street 
railroad. ‘rhe people on Pryor have, as 1 
have said, already paid for tne rubble on 
that street, and as it does not please them 
they want something better. In looking 
over the various street paving they have 
come to the conclusion that vitrified brick 
is about the best, and nave asked for it. 

“The advertising which has been order- 
ed by the council will begin in the morning 
and the bids will be opened just as soon as 
the time expires. Then the contract will be 
let and the work will be pushed right along. 
The vitrified brick is becoming one of the 
mest popular pavings in the country, and 
is said to be not only one of the smoothest, 
but the toughest and most lasting that Is 
now being iaid. Chattanooga has guite a 
lot of it, and down in Jacksonville it is be- 
ing laid by the new administration. Nash- 
ville and Memphis have tried it, and both 
are pleased with it, while in Charleston it 
has proven satisfactory as far as it has 
been tried.” 

Not only Mayor Goodwin, but every one 
living on the street, is delighted with the 
change. The cost of the vitrified brick is 
not much greater than the cost of belgian 
blocks. In fact the difference in the cost 
is a mere fraction, while there is no com- 
parygon between the two as street paving. 
The-one is as smooth and even as asphalt 
and is almost as noiseless, while the other 
is rough, dangerous to vehicles and very 
noisy. 

A Chattanooga firm which has built many 
miles of the vitrified paving is in the city 
and among others has put in a bid for the 
work. The bid is said to be very low, or 
at least that is what it is represented to be 
the idea of the company being to secure the 
work so that other streets may want the 
same class. In asking for the brick on the 
streets the owners of the property who paid 
for the rubble have agreed to surrender to 
the contractors the rubble stone now on the 
street. The stone will be crushed and used 
as a base for the brick, and in that way the 
bo will be the most substantial in the 
clly,. 

The day the work is completed on Pryor 
street, if it is as good as it is reputed to 
be, there will be more than one section ask- 
ing for vitrified brick. Already Fifth street 
wants it between the two Peachtrees, while 
Forsyth street residents are clamoring for 
a change, and only’ waiting for the trial of 
the brick on Pryor. Like Pryor street, For- 
syth has tried the rubble stone and today 
there is not a more uneven or reugh street 
in the city, and the people living along it 
are wholly dissatisfied with the situation of 
affairs and want a change. 


Atianta’s Garbage. 


The finance and the sanitary committee 
will hold a joint session tonight, the object 
being the consideration of the Dixon crema- 
tory to erect incineration plants. At the 
last mecting of the general council the rep- 
rusentatives of the Dixon company Went be- 
fore the general council and made a propo- 
sition to put up the plant and let the city 
try it for twenty days subject to acceptance 
or rejection. The representatives of the 
company stated that the refuse of the city 
cau » destroyed, and that nothing offen- 
sive in the way of smoke or smell would re- 
sult. He said that the company would put 
up one plant and give the city twenty days 
in which to consider its worth. The value 
of oae plant to the city would be $10,000, 
and in the opinion of the representative of 
the company it would cost about three 
times that amount to equip Atlanta. 
The two committees to which the matter 
was referred will meet tonight and listen 
to the representative of tie company and 
then, at the ext meeting of the general 
council, it will come up for jlnal action.

MORE THAN 190,000 MILES OF TRACK 


Ina Straight Line This Would Belt the 
Eartb Nearly Seven Times—7,028 
Miles of Freight Cars. 


It is impressive to consider that the men 
employed by the railways of the United 
States constitute a body as large as the 
active army of Germany, 7% per cent as 
large as the active army of France, 53 per 
cent as large as the active army of Russia, 
and larger than the active army of Italy. 
They are a body larger than the standing 
army of Austro-Hungary, more than six 
times as large as the standing army of 
Great Britain, and more than thirty times 
as large as the standing army of the United 
States. 

The labor performed by this army of 
workers is prodigous to contemplate. The 
total number of passengers carried in 1892 
being 660,958,211, the average journey of 
each person was about 24 miles. This al- 
lows a fraction more fhan eight trips for 
every nan, woman and child in the country. 
During the same year ten ana one-half 
tons of freight were moved for every man, 
woman and child. 

It is pretty generally understood that in 
respect to the magnitude of its railway 
system the United States is not approached 
by any other country on the face of the 
earth.. Our territory is gridironed with more 
than 170,000 miles of track. This would 
girdle the globe nearly seven times or would 
traverse its diameter more than 21 times. It 
would require nearly four months for a 
train, running sixty miles an hour, twenty- 
four hours a day, without stops to travel 
from one end to the other. 

A comparison of our railway mileage with 
that of other nations shows that we have 
six miles to Germany's one; more than 
eight miles to one of Great Britain; more 
than seven miles to one of France; more 
than seven miles to one of Russia; more 
than twenty miles to one of Italy, and 
nearly ten miles to one of Austria. 

The locomotives of the raiJways of the 
United States, if hitched with their ten- 
ders in a single line, would make a train 
357 miles long, extending from Boston 
in a straight line to a point thirty-six miles 
south of Philadelphia. The freight cars of 
the country in line would stretch from Bos- 
ton to San Francisco, from San Francisco 
back to Boston and again as far west as

“State ownership is no panacea for rail- 
way ills. In countries where there is state 
ownership, traders have their yzrievances. 
The latest case in point is Sweden; there 
the ironmasters and furnace owners are up 
in arms against the exhorbitant rates 
charged by the Swedish state railway for 
the carriege of (iron) ore, coal and char- 


| coal, as well as for Swedish pig iron, and 


manufactured iron and steel. In support 
of the plea, a petition has been presented 
to the king, in which the manufacturers 


- , urge that the Swedish iron industry has for 
'many years past been in a depressed con- 
' dition, and that the diminution in profits 
/ has become more marked, 


year by year. 
The petitioners have come to the conclusion 
that the causes of the depression are main- 
ly to be found in the increased and increas- 
ins production, and improved methods of 
the iron manufacturing countries, espe- 
ciaily England and America. The petition 
bears the names of eighty mine owners 
and iron manufacturers, and asks for the 
sweeping reduction of 50 per cent on the 
majority of the articles enumerated. They 
contend that if the necessary diminution 
in the cost of production is to be effected 
at all, it must be under the heading of 
railway freights, as all the other expenses 
are as low as they can be, and a reduction 
of the wages of the workmen its entirely 
out of the question at the present -t gp:. 
The British consul at Stockholm thinks it 
likely that the petition may result in a re- 
duction of the rates. This would probably 
be followed by a diminution of the export 
prices, which might result in larger quanti- 
ties of Swedish pig iron finding their way 
to the English and continental markets.”’

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The gubernatorial drama is on! 

Here in the pretty little white city of 
Forsyth Hon. W. Y. Atkinson has made his 
first speech in the active campaign that is 
to follow, and bowed his smiling salute to 
the people of Georgia. 

Favored with the most beautiful sun- 
pright day of spring time that ever dawn- 
ed upon.this typical Georgia town, he be- 
gins the war with a cioudless sky and, 
catching the inspiration of hope from the 


‘ prightness of the weather, throws all the 


energy of his heart and soul into his first 
fire, declaring in the very outset that it 
shall be a red-hot battle, forced frem the 
very first roll of the drum until the ban- 
ners shall have been furled. 

he day has been a perfect one; so sunny 
and so bright; and it seems a pity that Mr. 
Atkinson didn’t give longer notice of his 
speech that there might have been a larger 
crowd to hear him. It has been one of 
those lovely days of early spring-that makes 
the old blue hen flutter around among the 
chickens in the back yard and raise a lot 
of fuss all because she has snugly placed in 
the fodder loft the first fresh egg of the 
season—just such a day as would have filled 
the courthouse here with Mr. Atkinson’s 
friends even if it had not‘been court week. 

Mr.. Atkinson made a good speech, a sound 
argument for democratic reform, a broad- 
minded appeal for unity of aim and endeav- 
or to bring about the glorious results prom- 
ised in the democratic platform established 
by the people not much more than a year 
ago. : 

There Is bat Slight Difference. 

To one who has heard both Mr. Atkin- 
son and General Evans, it is clear that there 
is no difference—absolutely no difference— 
in their positions as to public issues. They 
seem to be fighting under the same identi- 
cal flag, with the exception that there is a 
decided tendency on the part of Mr. Atkin- 
son to arraign country against town and 
particularly to decry what he terms sneeér- 
ingly the “‘Atlanta ring of politicians.” 

Other than this they are together. 

They both favor free coinage of silver, 
state banks, income tax and all platform 
doctrines fulfilled or unfulfilled. Their po- 
sitions are the same. 

In brief, Mr. Atkinson starts his campaign 
with atrict observance of the purposes set 
forth in the following formula, which he 
declares will be faithfully followed to the 
end: 

1. To stand upon the democratic platform 
with both feet. 

2. To differ with Grover Cleveland in his 
conception of the platform, but not to bit- 
terly denounce his administration. 

3. To speak kindly of General C. A. Evans 
at all times, for he is an honorable man— 
and yet, to accuse him of inactivity for the 
interests of democracy in the last campaign, 
by asking, ‘“‘Where, oh, where was Rhoderic 
when the light went out?’ 

4. To hurl all manner of bitter denuncia- 
tions upon what he decrees shall be known 
in this campaign as “‘the Atlanta ring.” 

6. To recite his career as a public man 
and tell what bills he pushed through the 
Georgia legislature when he was there. 

7. To close by denying the charge 
that he is an enemy of the confederate 
veterans, backing that denial with the com- 
mendable record of his gallant brother who 
died for the cause and the fact that his 
family is a southern family—then a perora- 
tion that appeals with the beauty of lan- 
guage and of thought to the populace; a!l 
verv clever, very nice, very pretty, very 
fine. 

Details of the Speech. 

The speaking today was in the court- 
house, court adjourning at high noon in 
order that Colonel Atkinson might have 
two full hours to sound his first clarion 
trumpet blast to the voters of Georgia. 

When he came in the little courthouse— 


it is really a small courtroom here in For- 


Syth—wearing the same black southern 
slouch hat he used to wear in the last cam- 
paign he was greeted with courteous 
cheers. He bowed in response, lifting his 
black southern slouch ard’ smiting to his 
friends. 

He was escortéd to the judge’s stand by 
Representative Bloodworth, a prominent 
lawyer of this city and a well known em- 
ber of the general «assembly from this 
county. 

Mr. Bloodworth introduced Colonel At- 
kinson, alluding to him as one of Georgia’s 
most distinguished sons, a sterling rock- 
ribbed democrat, a gpgifted orator and 
speaker of the house of representatives. 

This brought more applause, and Colonel 
Atkinson saw at a glance that he was, like 
the average politician, “‘in the hands of 
his friends.” 

He spoke as follows: 

“My fellow citizens: I am here to discuss 
with you today the issues of the guberna- 
torial campaign. Issues they are which 
soon you are to adjust in your minds and 
decide upon to your satisfaction as a tax- 
payer, a voter, a citizen of Georgia. 

“Here, in the very outset, I want to say 
to you, that I intend to conduct this cam- 
paign for my part in a spirit of frankness 
and fairness; to speak to the people of 
Georgia in the language of plainness, of 
soberness and of truth. I feel that it is 
proper for me to say that it is not in ac- 
cord with my judgment that the campaign 


4s opened so early in. the year. I hate 


thought, and I stil think, that it were 
better for the party to have delayed the 
Campaign a few months in order that we 
might ascertain just what congress is going 
to do in the fulfillment of its duties to the 
Party outlined in the platform we worked 
80 hard to establish. 

‘The matter, however, was not left to 
me. Having giyen to my competitor in 
this race several months the advantage in 
Starting the organization of his campaign, 
{ have at last named the date for my can- 
vass to begin and come to you today for 
the first formal discussion of the cam- 
Paign and its issue.” “i 

Just at this point Judge Hunt interrupted 
Colonel Atkinson to allow the ju- 
ry to a verdict. It was 
not long befor2 he resumed, 
however, and with more life than before. 
He continued: 

Not many years ago the republican par- 
ty had nothing to do but wave the bloody 
shirt throughout this country and victory 
on theirs in all elections. But the time 

or war talk, thank God, is at an end. 
The dangers of today are paternalism on 


the one side and socia}i 
War issues ha Clalism on the other. 
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National campaign and 


of the work of the 


democratic administration. He was about 


to land a blow upon the methods of the 
administration, evidently, when he said 
no party had perfect harmony of individual 
opinion, and for this reason the present 
administration would not be endorsed by 
the whole people; but, seeming to think 
better of his step, after some hesitation, 
he proceeded to gay that he would have 
no bitter word in his campaign for Presi- 
dent Cleveland. He said, while he differed 
with the president in his conception of 
the platform, and thought Mr. Cleveland 
had fallen into error, he would differ 
without denouncing in this campaign. He 
Said he thought Grover Cleveland one of 
the most gifted, courageous and solid men 
in the democratic party, whereupon a ripple 
of applause went over the gathering. 
“But,” said Mr. Atkinson, lifting his 
voice, “‘there shall be no ‘administration’ 
and no ‘anti-administration’ feature to this 
campaign, if I can prevent it. Losing sight 
of the administration, I myself stand 
squarely upon the democratic platform, 
State and national. Let us, as democrats 
and as Georgians, continue to demand what 
the platform adopted by the people calls 


for, whatever the administration may do.’ 


It is within the power of government to 
do much, but not all. I have no patience 
with the man who tells us that the govern- 
ment has nothing to do with the financial 
depression that is sweeping over the face 
of this country. I have no patience with 
the man who says it remains for you and 
me alone to make ourselves rich. The 
Sovernment cannot make us rich, but it 
can place such conditions around us as will 


make it impossible for us to get rich, 
however hard we strive. 

“If government cannot give us redress 
for our wrongs; if it cannot give us laws 
that will take no tribute from us, the 
yeomanry to give to the rich; if it cannot 
defend the wage-earner and the poor man 
against the encroachments of. the rich, 
who are piling up their wealth as the sea- 
sons come and go—if it cannot do all this, 
and if it won’t do al: this for us, then we 
might as well herald the inaugurations of 
our presidents from time to time as the 
coming of a king.” (Applause.) 

Here the speaker told how he had gone 
before the people of Georgia in the jJast 
reached the doc- 
trine of equal rights to all and special privi- 
leges to none; how he had assured the peo- 
ple of Georgia that if they would trust the 
democratic party this time they would get 
all the relief they wanted, and get it a vast 
dea: sooner. than they could through any 
other party. What he said to them then 
he was here to say to them now. He be- 
lieved that the only route to the full ac- 
complishment of this purpose was to put 
the democratic party In power and at the 
head of it such men as will carry out. the 
policies of the party as outlined in the 
platform. 

“I am in favor of an income tax,” said 
the speaker. ‘I believe that the rich ought 
to be taxed to get the proper support of 
that government which protects them in 
their possessions, jast as the poor are 
taxed, and even more so. I believe that 
the salaries of the rich ought to bear tax- 
ation. While we in Georgia are on the 
ragged edge of poverty and despair the 
rich are hoarding up their treasures and 
getting richer as the days go by. I cannot 
see how we have tolerated it as long as we 
have. What is it but giving the power of 
control of the nation’s currency to the 
rich. who contract it and expend it at will. 
al! the time making themselves richer and 
making us poorer. 

Favored State Banks. 

“This leads me to say that I think that 
the government ought to give us state 
banks of issue, These would give us that 
counteraction that we need. 
the banks in power in all of the several’ 


states to expand the volume of ¢urrency:. 


as the emergency may justify and would 
give the people of tie sauth more currency 
at a time when they needed it most. Take 
for instance last year, when the currency 
was-so short in tne south, and indeed, all 
over the country, that we had to get the 
local banks to issue clearing house certifi- 


cates. 
And Free Silver, Too. 

“From the day that war was declared on 
silver for god a great wrong has been 
done the common people. 

‘With the value of our national money: 
restricted to gold, the value. of your prod- 
ucts will be restricted.’’ 

Here the speaker read from the plat- 
form, and showed how firmly the demo- 
cratic party, both in the national conven- 
tion and the state convention of Georgia, 
had come out squarely for the coinage 
of the two metals on a parity. He made 
a strong argument for the free coinage of 
silver. 

“Let us return to the doctrines of our 
forefathers,’’ said the speaker. 
make silver a definite money once and for 
all, and then no man will be wronged or 
robbed. (Much applause.) 

“IT would like to see us have an interna- 
tional conference on this measure, but that 
is a condition too remote to be hoped for. 
It is not worth the while for us to be 
waiting to see what the monarchies of 
Europe are going to do along this line. 
Let us act for ourselves just as we acted 
when our forefathers got themselves to- 
gether and cut aloose from England and 
foreign rule. We can take care of our- 
selves. We can make money that will 
serve our purposes, stimulate our trade, 
without regard to the word.or dictation 
of England. 

“It is true, these are questions for the 
nation, and not for the state, and, hence, 
do not properly belong in a gubernatorial 
campaign; but this is a time when the 
people of every state ought to be knowing 
where the men of high position stand, and 
the man who is elected governor of this 
state ought to make avowals on all of 
these public scores. 

“In this campaign for the governorship, 
your enemies (the democratic party’s ene- 
mies) are going to make issues of national 
questions, and we may as well confront 
them now in advance, In this connection, 
I want to say that it is not a matter of 
doubt, but a certainty that the third 
party will have a candidate out for the 
governorship, and that we will have the 
same old fight to whip—so, fellow citizens 
let us stand up and face the issue and 
show them that we are seeking for the 
same reforms we sought for in the last 
campaign, and that we will get them 
though the heavens fall, and by the de- 
cree of providence I here assure you that 
the old party of the people, the o.d party 
that won the last time with such a signal 
victory, will again triumph, and triumph 
with a more perfect victory than the last. 
(Applause.) 

What He Will Do if Governor. 

“If I am elected governor of this state,” 
continued the speaker, “I am plain in 
speech to tell what I will strive to do: 

“I will exert myself for the accomplish- 
ment of a more perfect system of public 
schools.. (Applause.) 

“I will strive to see that the people’s 
rights against the ra:lroad moropoiies are 
preserved by the sustenance of the railway 
commission.

“What treason against honor that any 
man should say that 1 am an enemy to 
the man who fought for the cause for which 
Lee drew his gallant blade. Why, there is 
nu tenderer thought in my heart and soul 
today than that which comes with overpow- 
ering panorama when I see the man with 
an empty sleeve go by. I honor the heroes 
who went to war for their biessed land of 
the south. I bless. the memory of. those 
who died for the lesson of patriotism it 
brings. Being myself the scion of a family 
that has lived in the south since the days 
of the revolution, I have a right to feel 
proud of southern chivalry. 

“Although I was too young to enter the 
war, my brother ran away from college 
down at old Oxford and joined the Eighth 
Georgia regiment and braved death for the 
cause of the south.

to him, but expresses regret that any joint 
debate has been made necessary, though if 
Mr. Atkinson wishes it, he take pleasure 
in accommodating him. . 

Of courge it will be some time before the 
details of the debate are announced. In 
his .etter to General Evans Mr. Atkinson 
suggested that the matter be left to a com- 
mittee from both sides and the debate to 
begin some time in March. General Evans 
announced that this was Satisfactory to 
him. 

To a Constitution reporter who saw Gen- 
eral Evans yesterday afternoon and asked 
him what he thought’ of Mr. Atkinson’s 
first speech, he replied: ‘I really have not 
had a chance yet to read the reports in 
today’s papers about it. What does he 
say ?’’ 

“Well,” replied the reporter, “he says he 
is for the free coinage of silver.”

The Annual Report of the General Secre- 
tary Shows the Association to Be 
ina Flourishing Condition. 


The dismal weather outdoors did not de- 
tract from the enthusiasm of the meeting 
at the Young Men’s Christian Association 
hall last night. 

It was one of the most important meet- 
ings of the year, as the vacancies upon 
the board of directors were to be supplied 
and the annual reports of the various com- 
mittees submitted. 

The reports of all the departments showed 
the organization in a flourishing condition. 

The reading of these reports was brighten- 
ed by a dialece reading from ‘‘Uncle Remus” 
by Mr. Julian Harris. 

After this came the election of directors, 
and the following were elected without cp- 
position: 

Messrs. H. L. Culberson, John A. Hyrds 
and A. F. Cooledge. he torms of these 
gentlemen expire in 1896. Cap-:ain E. 8S. Gay, 
Messrs. J. C. Haskell, John K. Ottley, W. 
H. Patterson, S. B. Turman ard FE. C. 
Kontz—terms expiring in l’97. 

The most important and interasting re- 
port submitted was that oi the general 
secretary, Mr. E. L. Matnews. This re- 
port reviews the work of the varicu: com- 
mittees, and covers the gro ud cf all the 
other reports. 

The Report of the General Secretary. 

“The work has been pushed vigorously, 
and the reports show a hopeful situation. 

‘One hundred and one volunteers are serv- 
ing on the various working committees of 
the association, half of them having been 
interested and secured during the past year. 

“The physical department suffered during 
the early part of the year from changes of 
directors; but, during the fall and wihter, 
the work in that department has been ex- 
cellent. Under the present supervision, the 
gymnasium is not a place where men are 
encouraged to excel, in any one thing, or 
to do feats of daring, but where 
they are encouraged to take such 
regular exercises as should result in heal- 
ing their vigorous bodies. 

“It is very encouraging to notice the in- 
terest and enthusiasm which is manifested 
by those making use of the department. A 
good index of this interest is found in the 
large number of members taking physical 
examinations and following the work pre- 
scribed by the director. 

“But above all things is the fact that 
the department is being used for accom- 
plishing the real purpose of the work, 
namely, that of saving souls. 

“In the educational department, the read- 
ing rooms have been well patronized. A 
number of books have been added to the 
library, and they are eagerly sought after. 

“The night classes, under the control of 
Mr. Lucius Lamar and.Mr. J. M. Ressler, 
have not been as well attended as was 
hoped, but the work done has been thor- 
ough. A much larger enrollment could un- 
doubtedly have been obtained, if the finan- 
ces hdd allowed a more thorough adver- 
tisement of this department. 

“We feel that this is one of the places 
which suffered from the cutting’ down’ of 
expenses, although it was necessary to do 
so. Along the educational line, we feel 
that one of the best developments has been 
the Literary Club of the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association, organized the latter part 
of the past year. It has so sar .e: with 
undoubted success, and is now under full 
headway. 

‘In the social department, good pregress 
has been made along this line during the 
year, One of the strongest influences in 
bringing this about has been the members’ 
meetings, which were inaugurated during 
the year. At ‘the New Year’s- reception, 
nearly a thpusand members were present. 
Hearty thanks are returned to the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary for efficient service, 

‘In the spiritual work, the association 
has been wonderfully blessed and hon»retl 
in being the instrument in God's hands for 
accomplishing such results as the report of 
the chairman of the devotional committee 
shows. It is especially gratifying to con- 
template the increased number of members 
who are always ready and willing to do 
personal work. 

“Good progress has been made financis! y, 
notwithstanding the stringency of the times 
and other difficulties contended with. Spe- 
cial and unusual efforts were made to se- 
cure money to pay off the entire indebted- 
ness of the current work of the association, 
which had been accumulating for several 
years. Wherever possible, retrenchment 
has been made in the expenses of the as- 
sociation, and the progress made has been 
due largely to this.e@Another effort such 
as that made last year. with the correspond- 
ing results, will enable the association to 
pay its entire indebtedness and the current 
expenses for 1894.” 

Some Pressing Needs. 

Literature for the reading room is much 
wanted. The lists of tbe daily papers 
should be enlarged, and more magazines 
taken. Books are needed for the library. 
A suitable place for meetings of the Bible 
classes, of the board of directors, and of 
the various committees is needed. To meet 
this need, it is suggested that sliding doors 
be placed between the reading room and 
the library.

Recorder Calhoun Hears a Serious Case 
Behind Closed Doors. 


A 12-YEAR OLD GIRL ASSAULTED 


For Half a Day She Was Kept Prisoner 
.in a Room—One of Her Assaii- 
ants Bound Over. 


——— 


A private session of police court was held 
yesterday afternoon after the regular string 
of offenders had been disposed of to try a 
very aggravated case against a young Pol- 
ish Jew, charged with criminal assault upon 
a twelve-year-old girl. 

About a dozen of Atlanta’s Russian Jews 
were present, being interested in the case 
either as witnesses or friends to the prin- 
cipals. The little girl, Alta Rotoski, of 32 
Courtland street, was present and told her 
story without a break. 

The alleged assault was committed Sun- 
day afternoon, and if the little girl’s story 
is true it is one of the most brutish crimes 
of Atlanta’s criminal history. According to 
her statement she was kept a prisoner in a 
small, narrow room on Decatur street from 
3 o’clock Sunday afternoon until 7:30 o'clock 
that night, and was constantly made the 
victim of the two men, one of whom was 
on trial yesterday afternoon. The story 
was strongly denied by the prisoner. 

The young man on trial yesterday after- 
noon if H. Miller, who but recently came to 
Atlanta from inew York. He is about 
twenty-two years old and has a typical! face. 
He is heavy set, uneducated and rather 
vicious looking. He was arrested at the 
union depot eamMy yesterday morning, just 
as he was buying a ticket to ‘Augusta. 

The little girl did not make known the 
crime of the two men, and it only leaked 
out through one or two witnesses who had 
knowledge of the facts. The girl’s mother 
then reported the matter to Patrolman 
Lampkin, and that officer went to the depot 
and arrested Miller. A very exciting scene 
had just occurred between Miller and an 
uncle of the little girl named Pellman, who 
said something about taking the man’s life.

, ent. She is a pretty, black-eyed, black- 
| haired girl, small for her age and very 
bright. She told her story, looking at Mil- 
ler with flashing eyes as she did so. 

She said that she was enticed into a back 
room at Goldwater’s shoe store, on Decatur 
street, by Miller and a young companion of 
his named Fein. The men had kept her 
there forcibly, although she cried out and 
begged them to let her go. They had of- 
fered her money, but she declined, and by 
force of brute strength they overpowered 
her. During the afterneon Goldwater ar- 
rived from New York and entered the store, 
but left without sending the men away. 
She was finally released at 7:30 o’clock_and 
allowed to go home, but she dared not tell 
her mother what had occurred. 

Goldwater was present as a witness and 
proved to be such an irrepressible one that 
Fhe had to be locked up to keep him quiet. 
He testified in behalf of Miller, saying that 
the defendant was not in the room, and that 
Fein was the guilty one. The little girl 
and her uncle fired many angry remarks 
at the irrepressible witness in their native 
tongue.
